McGuire: OPP can't provide same level of service

Niagara Regional Police Chief Jeff McGuire 
said there'd be a hefty pricetag associated with 
dismantling the local police service to replace it 
with the Ontario Provincial Police. 

And even if the region ultimately does make 
the change, he said Niagara residents would not 
receive the same level of service as they do 


regional solicitor Michael Kyne, said it would 
cost $28.7 million just to dismande the NRP. 

It would mean the elimination of about 255 
jobs, mostiy civilian positions, leading to sever¬ 
ance payments estimated at $11.5 million, as 
well as $14.4 million more for payouts for accu¬ 
mulated sick time, leaves and banked time. 

There would be additional costs associated 
with transitioning to the OPP, such as new uni¬ 
forms, training and weapons. The NRP use 
Glock pistols and the OPP use SIG Sauer side- 


The reports are to be pre¬ 
sented at the April 23 corpo¬ 
rate services committee meet¬ 
ing. Regional staff will use that 
informahon as a basis to 
develop a new report, com¬ 
paring current costs of the 
NRP and OPP to be presented 
at an upcoming committee of 
the whole meeting. 


McGuire said the NRP "provides an 
exemplary and professional policing 
service to the citizens of Niagara” for 
$700 per household, and the OPP can't 
do the same job when charging about 
half that price. 

McGuire was referring to a recent 
decision by regional councillors at a 
corporate services committee meeting, 
asking for regional reports comparing 
the costs of the two police services. 

Regional councillors asked staff to 
provided them with a copy of a Feb. 9, 
2006 report exploring the costs of 
switching to the OPP, as well as a report 
about statements made by former OPP 
Commissioner Chris Lewis, proposing 
a cost of about $360 per household to 
provide police services. 

"The $360 that's been quoted by the 
OPP, that's for a base service. They 
absolutely cannot provide the same 
service—not even close to it in my 
opinion—at that dollar cost that we 
provide to the citizens of Niagara for 
the $700 per household cost" 

While reviewing the region's 2006 
report, McGuire said he "noticed 
there's a considerable, very extensive 
cost in regards to ever considering 
dismantling the Niagara Regional 
Police Service. We absolutely don't 
support that"
